The first PPP Conference: 
The Green Corridor 

Exciting announcements from Prime

Panel of speakers of PPP Green Corridor Conference 



Yesterday morning, Aruba’s 
Prime Minister Mike Eman 
and Minister of Integration, 
Infrastructure and Environ¬ 
ment, Oslin (Benny) Se- 
vinger hosted the first 
PPP-Public/Private Partner¬ 
ship Conference at the Ren¬ 
aissance Convention Center 
in Oranjestad. Speakers and 
panel members included a 
group of experts who have 
advised Aruba’s government 
how best to pursue this form 
of financing major projects 
regarding the island’s infra¬ 
structure. 

Spokesperson and moder¬ 
ator for the morning was Mr. 
Jan van Schoonhoven, Direc¬ 
tor of PPP Unit of the Dutch 


Ministry of Infrastructure & 
Environment. Guest Speakers 
included Mr. Giridhar Srini- 
vasan of Grand Trunk Part¬ 
ners, out of Washington, D.C. 
Mrs. Marcelle van Valken- 
burg, from the PPP Unit of the 
Dutch Ministry of Infrastruc¬ 
ture and Environment and Mr. 
Paul Swanenvleugel, Director 
of PwC, Netherlands. 

The purpose of the confe¬ 
rence was to present a wide 
range of projects for which 
Aruba has or is about to craft 
tender agreements and accept 
bids; the government is seek¬ 
ing investors from the private 
sector to participate in ven¬ 
tures which will insure sus¬ 
tainable development of 


Aruba. 

This first meeting pre¬ 
sented an overview; the first 
specific project on the table is 
a four-lane “Green Corridor” 
which will completely up¬ 
grade the only direct road 
from Oranjestad to San Nico¬ 
las. Prime Minister Eman 
was emphatic that considera¬ 
tion and protection of the sur¬ 
rounding environment is core 
to the project - the plan does 
not include removal or com¬ 
mercial development of ex¬ 
isting green areas surroun¬ 
ding both sides of road as far 
as Savaneta. “In order to re¬ 
alize this vision of a more 
sustainable and global devel¬ 
opment of Aruba...looking 
back at the development of 
Aruba we asked some funda¬ 
mental questions...Even in 
the midst of growth, there 
was a sense of disturbance. 
There was growth that made 
us ask “Is this where we want 
to be taking Aruba?” - He 
stated studies have shown, 
since 2000, growth that was 
based on the expansion of the 
tourism industry and reliance 
on income from operation of 
the refinery has now been 
proven to be counterproduc¬ 
tive to the maintaining the is¬ 
land environment, culture 
and community.

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Kadhafi loyalists threaten to

25 circus lions from Bolivia fly 
to freedom in US 


TRIPOLI, Libya (AFP) - 
Moamer Kadhafi's regime 
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vowed to snuff out attempts to 
challenge the Libyan leader, 
after an opposition "day of 
anger" became a bloodbath 
and two policemen were re¬ 
ported hanged by protesters. 

According to a toll com¬ 
piled by AFP from different 
local sources, at least 41 peo¬ 
ple have lost their lives since 
demonstrations first erupted. 

Oea newspaper, which is 
close to Kadhafi’s son Seif al- 
Islam, said they were killed 
after being captured in the 
eastern city of Al-Baida. 

Security forces were de¬ 
ployed around Al-Baida, a 
source close to the authorities 
told AFP, following reports on 
the Internet that anti-regime 
protesters had seized control 
of the city. 

Oea also reported that 20 
people were buried in Libya’s 
second city of Benghaziafter 
being killed in protests. A pre¬ 
vious toll supplied by a med¬ 
ical source in the city was 14 
dead. 

And protesters set fire to 
the headquarters of a local 
radio station in Benghazi after 
the building’s guards with¬ 


drew, witnesses and a security 
source told AFP. 

Seven people were killed in 
protests in Derna, east of 
Benghazi, Oea reported. 

Earlier, the Revolutionary 
Committees, which are the 
backbone of Kadhafi's regime, 
warned protesters in no uncer¬ 
tain terms. 

"The response of the peo¬ 
ple and the Revolutionary 
Forces to any adventure by 
these small groups will be 
sharp and violent," the Revo¬ 
lutionary Committees said on 
the website of their newspa¬ 
per, Azzahf Al-Akhdar (Green 
March). 

"The power of the people, 
the Jamahiriya (government 
by the masses), the Revolution 
and the leader are all red lines, 
and anyone who tries to cross 
or approach them will be com¬ 
mitting suicide and playing 
with fire." 

Several thousand mourners 
went straight from weekly 
prayers to funerals for the 
Benghazi dead, witnesses told 
AFP, with one reporting that 
13 victims were buried in the 
city's Hawari cemetery. 


LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - Twenty-five lions res¬ 
cued from circuses in Bolivia 
under a law banning the use of 
wild animals for public shows 
arrived in their new open-air 
home in the United States or¬ 
ganizers said. 

The 13 male and 12 female 
lions arrived in Denver, Col¬ 
orado after being transported 
in special cages on a cargo 
flight from the south American 
country, said The Wild Animal 
Sanctuary. 

Upon arrival at Denver In¬ 
ternational Airport the animals 
were transported in specially 
built rescue trailers to the sanc¬ 
tuary, located 48 kilometers 
(30 miles) northeast of Denver, 
and released one by one into 
each of the eight temporary 
1,400 square foot enclosures. 

"As each lion entered their 
new home they felt grass on 
their toes for the first time 
ever," said the sanctuary. 

"The lions were kept in the 
family groups they were res¬ 
cued with and after close ob¬ 
servation will be released into 
four different prides in 20 acre 
habitats with underground 
dens, shade structures and play 
structures to help them with 
enrichment and exercise," they 


added. 

The animals were brought 
from Bolivia by Animal De¬ 
fenders International (ADI), 
which said its "Operation Lion 
Ark" was "the biggest rescue 
and airlift of lions ever seen." 

ADI president Jan Creamer 
said the "truly remarkable 
beasts" were rescued "from 
their terrible conditions in the 
Bolivian circuses," with many 
malnourished, stressed and 
traumatized by their experi¬ 
ences.The group helped nurse 
the animals back to health be¬ 
fore the transfer. 

"All 25 of these 'brave- 
hearts' thoroughly deserve the 
life that awaits them in Col¬ 
orado," Creamer said. "They 
will have acres to roam in and 
at last they will be allowed to 
be lions as nature intended. At 
last they will be free." 

During the rescue ADI also 
seized six monkeys, a coati 
mundi (a member of the rac¬ 
coon family), a deer and a 
horse, all of which were given 
to Bolivian sanctuaries or re¬ 
leased back into the wild. 

ADI said the effort began 
with its undercover investiga¬ 
tion that exposed "horrific 
abuse in circuses across South 
America."

Minister Eman ex¬ 
pressed his gratitude to 
the individuals from 
Holland who have ded¬ 
icated a great deal of 
their time to help the 
island to craft and 
hopefully realize the 
PPP program.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States has urged 
Venezuela to allow the Organ¬ 
ization of American States to 
visit youths who are on a 
hunger strike seeking the re¬ 
lease of two political prisoners.

Singaporean Foreign Min¬ 
ister George Yeo looks at 
the Gold Cup, one of the 
most important exhibits at 
Shipwrecked: Tang Treas¬ 
ures and Monsoon Winds 
exhibition at the 
ArtScience Museum in 
Marina Bay Sands on Feb¬ 
ruary 18,2011. The unusu¬ 
ally heavy and expensive 
Gold Cup, thought to be 
made in Yangzhou, is one 
of the most important 
Tang gold objects found 
outside China. The gold 
octagonal cup is deco¬ 
rated with figures of Cen¬ 
tral Asian musicians and 
a dancer. The cup is the 
largest and heaviest Chi¬ 
nese example of its kind, 
upstaging even pieces 
known to have been 
given by the Tang impe¬ 
rial family to the Famen 
Temple in the capital of 
Xi’an. The rare and pre¬ 
cious nature of the cup 
raises many intriguing questions about why the object 
was on board the ship and who might have owned it. 
The exhibition also illustrates the human stories of the 
ship's crew, whose few surviving belongings provide 
clues to their multi-ethnic identities.

Electrode therapy aids 
severe compulsive 
disorder 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
use of brain surgery to treat 
psychiatric disorders has long 
been controversial, but new 
technologies are emerging 
that can help people with se¬ 
vere illnesses, scientists said 
Friday. 

However, experts urged 
caution because they still do 
not understand exactly how 
these therapies work, and so 
they should be limited to pa¬ 
tients with debilitating disor¬ 
ders that cannot be helped by 
psychotherapy or medication. 

One new therapy dis¬ 
cussed Friday at the annual 
meeting of the American As¬ 
sociation for the Advance¬ 
ment of Science was the use 
of deep brain stimulation to 
ease obsessive compulsive 
disorder, or OCD. 

The technique, approved 
in 2009 by the US Food and 
Drug Administration for ex¬ 
treme cases under its human¬ 
itarian device exemption, 
involves the insertion of a 
thin electrode deep in the 
brain. 


The electrical current has 
been shown to reduce OCD 
symptoms by about 25 per¬ 
cent in some patients. The 
technique has been tried on 
just over 50 people in the 
United States since the re¬ 
search first began in 2000. 

"These techniques are 
promising but must be used 
with an abundance of caution," 
said Benjamin Greenberg, as¬ 
sociate professor of psychiatry 
and human behavior at the 
Warren Alpert Medical School 
of Brown University. 

"This is reserved for the 
small proportion of people 
who are severely disabled 
and have not benefitted any¬ 
where near adequately from 
very aggressive use of con¬ 
ventional treatments." 

About one percent of 
adults are affected by OCD, 
experts say. To qualify for 
treatment with the brain elec¬ 
trodes, patients must show 
"severe and chronically dis¬ 
abling illness despite at least 
five years of aggressive treat¬ 
ment," Greenberg said. 


Firewall architect admits skirting China barriers 


SHANGHAI (AFP) - The ar¬ 
chitect of China's "Great 
Firewall" has admitted using 
software to circumvent the 
vast system of Internet cen¬ 
sorship — but only to probe 
the security of his widely re¬ 
viled creation. 

Fang Binxing said he uses 
six virtual private networks 
(VPNs) to scale the govern¬ 
ment's far-reaching online 
barrier, whose restrictions on 
sensitive content extend to 
banning Facebook, Twitter 
and YouTube. 

"I have six VPNs on my 


home computer," Fang, 50, 
said in a rare interview pub¬ 
lished in Friday's Global 
Times newspaper. 

But Fang, president of the 
Beijing University of Posts 
and Telecommunications, said 
he uses them purely to test the 
firewall's effectiveness. 

"I'm not interested in read¬ 
ing messy information like 
some of that anti-government 
stuff," Fang told the English- 
language state newspaper. 

Fang also defended the 
Great Firewall, calling it "ur¬ 
gently" needed. 


He is considered the in¬ 
ventor of the system, which 
filters out information 
deemed subversive or politi¬ 
cally harmful by China's 
communist government. 

China has sanitised media 
reports on the Middle East 
unrest and restricted online 
discussion of it, apparently 
fearful it could spark calls for 
democracy at home. 

China has a world-leading 
457 million Internet users, 
according to official figures, 
and countless Chinese find 
ways to access banned con¬ 
tent through VPNs.

US researchers hopeful for dengue vaccine 


SAN JUAN,PuertoRico (AFP) 
Promising advances have been 
made in the testing of possible 
vaccines to prevent the mos¬ 
quito-borne dengue virus, 
which kills 25,000 people 
every year, researchers said. 

Regional health researchers 
met in the Puerto Rican cap¬ 
ital to discuss progress and 
treatment of dengue, which is 
transmitted to humans by the 
female Aedes mosquitoes. 


Dengue causes a severe flu¬ 
like illness for most victims 
that lasts about a week. There 
are four strains, one of which 
is a potentially lethal type. 

Dengue has reemerged in 
recent years as a serious public 
health threat in tropical re¬ 
gions. 

It killed 1,167 people in 
Latin America last year. Puerto 
Rico recorded the largest out¬ 
break in its history with 


21,000 cases last year, accord¬ 
ing to the US Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control. There were 69 
cases in the Key West section 
of the US state of Florida in 
2010. 

The Philippines recorded 
more than 730 deaths and 
Malaysia 134 in 2010, accord¬ 
ing to figures from the World 
Health Organization, while 
India experienced a 20-year 
high in infections. 


Harold Margolis, director of 
the CDC's dengue center, said 
he's hopeful that a vaccine 
would soon be available 
One theory for the resurgence 
is global warming, allowing 
the mosquitoes, and hence 
dengue fever, to spread. 

The three-day summit in 
Puerto Rico was hosted by 
NIH, CDC and the Pan Amer¬ 
ican Health Organization.

Early 
baldness 
doubles 
risk of 
prostate 
cancer 

PARIS (AFP) - Men who start 
to lose their hair by age 20 — a 
syndrome known as pattern 
baldness — are twice as likely 
to develop prostate cancer later 
in life, according to a new 
study. 

The findings, published this 
week in the Annals of Oncol¬ 
ogy, could help identify men 
who should be screened early 
and more often for disease, the 
researchers said. 

Prostate cancer is the com¬ 
monest non-skin cancer among 
men worldwide and, after lung 
tumours, is the second biggest 
cause of death from cancer 
among men in the United 
States and Europe. Most cases 
occur among men aged in their 
sixties. 

Earlier research has shown 
that sex hormones called an¬ 
drogens play a key role in the 
development of both pattern 
baldness and cancer of the 
prostate, a walnut-sized gland 
near the bladder crucial to the 
male reproductive system. 

But the link between the 
two remained obscure, with at 
least one study suggesting that 
premature baldness actually 
pointed to a reduced risk of 
cancer. 

To probe further, a team of 
scientists led by Philippe Gi- 
raud of Georges Pompidou Eu¬ 
ropean Hospital in Paris asked 
669 men — 338 of whom had a 
history of prostate cancer — 
how bald they were at ages 20, 
30 and 40, using standardised 
images for reference. 

Men who did not start to 
lose their hair until age 30 or 
40 showed no increased risk 
compared to the control group 
of developing the dreaded dis¬ 
ease. 

But for those who had 
early-onset balding — a condi¬ 
tion known to doctors as an¬ 
drogenic alopecia — at age 20, 
the risk doubled. 

Many countries have rou¬ 
tine screening programmes for 
men in their middle age. 

One of the problems, how¬ 
ever, is that the so-called PSA 
antigen test, now 20 years old, 
cannot distinguish between 
low-risk tumours and aggres¬ 
sive lesions that are often fatal. 

Antigen levels can also 
fluctuate according to the indi¬ 
vidual and may be skewed by 
prostate inflammation.

HRMS Rotterdam begins a 4-month

The Landing Platform Dock, 
(LPD) HRMS Rotterdam an¬

The vessel is also ca¬ 
pable of transferring reserve 
forces and for the evacuation 
of casualties. 

The ship is operated by a 
crew of 124, including 13offi¬ 
cers. Accommodation is also 
provided for a fully equipped 
marine battalion or up to 613 
troops. There are facilities to 
transport 170 armored per¬ 
sonnel carriers, or 33 main 
battle tanks, and also docking 
facilities for up to 6 landing 
craft. 

Governor Refunjol was 
met on the shore by Major 
Peter de Vreng and his 2nd 
boat company, who trans¬ 
ported him via landing ves¬ 
sel to be greeted by 
Commander van der Berg 
on The Rotterdam. The ship 
was welcomed in Curacao 
the day before, where it also 
engaged in training with the 
Royal Dutch Marines sta¬ 
tioned there. 

The ship will also visit 
Bonaire before continuing 
with its 4-month mission 
working with local 
Coast Guard to inter¬ 
cept any smuggling 
operations; it will re¬ 
main anchored in Cu¬ 
racao during ope¬ 
rations. 4 helicopters 
will coordinate with 
Coast Guard vessels 
for air to surface sur¬ 
veillance of the wa¬ 
ters around the three 
islands in a concerted 
effort to deter trans¬ 
port of illegal sub¬ 
stances.

Ford replaces Fiat in Russia tie-up: 

MOSCOW (AFP) - US auto giant Ford stepped to replace Italy’s 
Fiat in a joint venture with a Russian automobile assembly group 
that enjoys a strategic foothold in the booming post-Soviet car 
market. 

Russia's second-largest auto assembly company Sobers has been 
the focus of growing international attention after developing a 
reputation as a reliable partner for car makers such as South 
Korea's SsangYong and Japan's Isuzu. 

It began producing Fiat cars in 2006 and signed a celebrated 
framework agreement with the Italian company at a February 
2010 ceremony that was attended personally by Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin. 

But the joint venture collapsed without an explanation — and 
with the Russian firm taking only moments to announce a new 
deal with Ford. 


Greece's top two banks in friendly merger 
talks: NBG 

ATHENS (AFP) - Greece's top bank NBG announced a merger 
proposal with Alpha Bank aiming to build the country's largest, 
best capitalised lender, and support the recovery of the belea¬ 
guered Greek economy. 

The announcement on the two leading lenders, which have a 
total of some 1,000 branches in Greece, pushed up the Athens 
stock exchange index by 3.16 percent as the finance minister 
welcomed the move. 

The shares of other prominent Greek lenders Eurobank and Pi¬ 
raeus Bank closed with gains of over 15 percent after NBG re¬ 
vealed the merger proposal. 


Spain okays plan to shore up troubled savings 
banks: 

MADRID (AFP) - Spain's government approved tough new 
rules that require the country's troubled savings banks to boost 
their core capital in a bid to shore up confidence in its battered 
economy. The move came as the central bank said Spanish banks' 
non-performing loans ratio, a key indicator of their financial 
health, jumped to its highest level since 1995. 

Spain's regional savings banks are weighed down by loans that 
turned sour after the collapse of a housing bubble in 2008 and 
are at the heart of fears the country could need a much bigger 
rescue than those granted by the EU and International Monetary 
Fund to Ireland and Greece last year.

G20 finance chiefs meet on global 
imbalances

PARIS,France (AFP) - G20 
ministers gather in Paris to 
hammer out common criteria 
for measuring global economic 
imbalances at a two-day ses¬ 
sion that host France hopes 
will lead to an overhaul of 
world finance. 

French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy was due to receive the 
ministers and central bankers 
from the 20 top developed and 
developing economies at 6:00 
pm (1700 GMT) at the Ely see 
palace and give a speech, his 


office said. 

Sarkozy has vowed to re¬ 
form the world monetary sys¬ 
tem and commodities markets 
during his year at the G20 
helm, saying he aims to defend 
poor economies from currency 
and trade turbulence. 

Before treating the illness, 
leaders must agree on the 
symptoms, so these talks — the 
first official G20 gathering of

Miner Anglo American 2010 
profit nearly triples 


LONDON,England (AFP) - 
Global miner Anglo Ameri¬ 
can said that net profits al¬ 
most tripled to $6.54 billion 
(4.82 billion euros) last year, 
as the sector was boosted by 
soaring commodity prices 
and emerging markets de¬ 
mand. 

Earnings after tax rock¬ 
eted 170 percent in 2010 
from $2.43 billion in 2009, 
London-based Anglo Ameri¬ 
can said in a results state¬ 
ment. 

The firm, which has key 
mining operations in South 
Africa, said operating profit 
almost doubled to $9.8 bil¬ 
lion in 2010 while revenues 
jumped 34 percent to $32.93 
billion.

NEW DELHI,India (AFP) - 
India's booming art scene is set 
for a new event modelled on 
the Venice Biennale that will 
feature 60 international artists 
by the sea in the tropical south 
of the country. 

The Kochi-Muziris Bien¬ 
nale, launched this week, will 
be held in January next year 
and will be the first event of its 
kind in India, featuring artists 
from all over the world in a 
three-month show. 

Conceived by artists Bose 
Krishnamachari and Riyas 
Komu and funded in part by 
the local state of Kerala, the 
show will make use of numer¬ 
ous industrial spaces in Kochi 
and exhibition areas in the an¬ 
cient port of Muziris. 

Artists working in all medi¬ 
ums will be invited, including 
several from countries with 
which India has poor diplo¬ 
matic relations, notably neigh¬ 
bouring Pakistan and rival 
Asian powerhouse China, he 
said. 

Young lesser-known figures 
with potential will be picked 
alongside established interna¬ 
tional names that will pull in 
the crowds and hopefully es¬ 
tablish the event — and India - 
- on the international art map. 

Kochi, he said, was an ideal

location given its physical 
beauty, its mixing pot of reli¬ 
gions and its role as a cultural 
crossroads when it served as a 
centre of the spice trade around 
the Arabian Sea. 

Arab traders and Dutch and 
British colonial adventurers 
have all left marks on the city, 
built on a cluster of islands, 
that boasts an array of old 
warehouses and dilapidated 
buildings that will be put to use 
by the organisers. 

Muziris is an nearby an¬ 
cient port city on the Malabar 
Coast that is being excavated 
by the Kerala government. 

Despite the similarities in 
concept and the seaside loca¬ 


tions, Komu is wary of com¬ 
paring his event with Venice, 
which has more than 100 years 
of history and draws tens of 
thousands of people to north¬ 
east Italy every two years. 

The only other international 
art event in India is the grow¬ 
ing Indian Art Summit, whose 
third edition last month in New 
Delhi drew 34 foreign gal¬ 
leries, double the number from 
its previous edition. 

The Art Summit has helped 
to raise public awareness of 
contemporary art, which is still 
very much in its infancy in 
India, with buyers and fans 
mostly restricted to the chatter¬ 
ing classes of major cities. 


's bishops lash 'bad' reality TV 


BRASILIA,Brazil (AFP) - The 
Catholic Church in Brazil 
protested against reality TV 
shows popular in the country, 
calling them "bad" for society. 

The shows, said the Brazil¬ 
ian National Bishops Confer¬ 
ence, "attack the dignity of 
people, as much that of the par¬ 
ticipants who are as fascinated 
by a cash prize or fleeting 
celebrity as the public, which is 
made up of Brazilian families." 

Brazilians are fervent 
watchers of reality TV pro¬ 
grams, particularly their ver¬ 
sion of Big Brother, which is in 


its 11th season and which puts 
contestants in a studio house 
monitored in every corner by 
cameras. 

While the winner receives 
900,000 dollars, other partici¬ 
pants — especially female ones 
— typically pose naked in mag¬ 
azines after appearing, or pop 
up as presenters in other televi¬ 
sion shows. 

Brazil's bishops bemoaned 


the "low moral level" of these 
sorts of shows, calling them 
"an abusive and immoral ex¬ 
ploitation." 

They called on television 
networks in Brazil — the coun¬ 
try with the world's largest 
Catholic population — to think 
hard about their role in social 
life, and for authorities to be 
more active in overseeing such 
fare.

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India not a worry, says Bangladesh

DHAKA (AFP) - Bangladesh 
captain Shakib Al Hasan on 
Friday brushed aside fears 
about taking on power- 
packed India in today's World 
Cup opener, saying his side 
was confident of doing well. 

"Our bowlers are in good 
form, the batsmen have been 
doing their job and our field¬ 
ing has improved a lot," 
Shakib told a crowded media 
conference at the Sher-e- 
Bangla stadium. 

"This tournament is not 
only about playing India. We 
have six league matches to 
play and we have to perform 
in all of them. If we get our 
basics right, we will do well." 

The match assumes im¬ 


portance in the light of 
Bangladesh's stunning five- 
wicket win over the Indians 
in the previous World Cup in 
2007, which knocked the 
1983 champions and 2003 fi¬ 
nalists out in the first round. 

On paper, the day-night 
clash may look like a no-con¬ 
test with tournament 
favourites India having won 
20 of their 22 one-day 
matches against the Tigers. 

But all-rounder Shakib in¬ 
sisted his team will not be 
under pressure when they 
take the field against Mahen- 
dra Singh Dhoni's men in 
front of some 25,000 partisan 
home fans. 

"The guys have played 
enough cricket to cope with 
the pressure," he said. "We 
are not looking too far ahead. 
We will take it one game at a 
time and concentrate on the 
job at hand. 

Shakib said it was good to 
start the tournament against 
the co-hosts. 

"I don't think it can get 
better than this," he said. 
"Playing a strong side like 
India has its advantages. We 
want to prove ourselves 
against the best." 

Familiar home conditions 
that assist the slow left-arm 
spin of Shakib and Abdur 
Razzak have seen 
Bangladesh win seven and 
lose just one of their last 10 
home one-dayers.

Pele warns of World Cup delays 


SAO PAULO (AFP) - Delays 
in getting Brazil ready to host 
the 2014 football World Cup 
could end up with the South 
American nation being "red¬ 
faced" when the time comes, 
retired soccer legend Pele 
said Friday. 

"We are really worried," 
he told a media conference in 
Sao Paulo, speaking for the 
Brazilian Football Confeder¬ 
ation and FIFA. 

"I think Brazil is running 
the risk of being red-faced in 
the way it is managing the 


World Cup, principally in 
communication and airports," 
he said. 

The comment by the 
Brazilian considered by 
many to be the greatest foot¬ 
baller of all time highlighted 
the fact that work on almost 
all of the 12 World Cup ven¬ 
ues in the country were be¬ 
hind schedule. 

Airports in Brazil are also 
saturated, with flight delays 
and cancelations a common 
occurrence each day.

Shakib conceded the toss 
will play a vital role since the 
late evening dew may make it 
harder for the team fielding 
second.

match-winning 4-38 against 
India in the last World Cup. 

Bangladesh will depend 
on the left-handed openers, 
Tamim Iqbal and Imrul 
Kayes, the fluent Junaid Sid- 
dique and former captain 
Mohammad Ashraful to give 
the bowlers a reasonable total 
to defend. 

India and Bangladesh 
have been drawn with Eng¬ 
land, the West Indies, South 
Africa, Ireland and the 
Netherlands in group B, with 
the top four advancing to the 
quarter-finals.

0.43sec in a tight finish. 

"It's less nerve-wracking 
being fourth after the first run 
than it is being a leader," said 
a relieved Ligety. 

"Especially on this kind of 
conditions, you have to attack 
really hard, but I made it 
down, I had a good run." 

Norway's Aksel Lund 
Svindal, the leader after the 
morning's first run, finished 
just outside the medals as he 
clocked 0.49sec to take fourth. 

Having won Winter 
Olympic gold for the super 
combined in Turin five years 
ago, this is 26-year-old 
Ligety's second major title. 

The outstanding perform¬ 
ance of the second run was 
France's Richard who jumped 
from seventh to second as he

Wozniacki topples Clijsters to reclaim No. 1 spot 



DUBAI, United Arab Emi¬ 
rates (AFP) - Caroline Woz¬ 
niacki regained the world 
number one ranking from 
Kim Clijsters when she 
reached the semi-finals of the 
Dubai Open with a 6-2, 6-4 
win over Shahar Peer on Fri¬ 
day. 

The top-seeded Dane was 
obliged to play on an outside 
court, under the lee of the 
giant Emirates building, next 
to a cosy row of trees, and 
with small spectator terraces 
containing a few hundred 
people. 

This faraway court was 
the only place deemed safe 
for Peer, who last year be¬ 
came the first Israeli woman 


ever to compete in the 
UAE and who still re¬ 
quires constant guard¬ 
ing in areas separate 
from other players. 

Now though Peer 
did not find her best 
ground stroking rhythm 
until she was a set and 
0-4 down, and although 
she recovered to within 
a point of 5-5, Wozni¬ 
acki's tenacious rallying 
sealed it. 

Clijsters held the top 
spot for one week after 
winning the Australian 
Open last month and reach¬ 
ing the final of the Paris Open 
last week, and Wozniacki will 
now cling to the pinnacle at 


least until after the 12-day In¬ 
dian Wells tournament which 
starts March 23. 

But the rankings topper 


claimed she was far 
from overjoyed by her 
achievement. 

"I've said all along I 
wasn't sure about 
whether I could be¬ 
come number one this 
week, and that my 
focus really is not upon 
that. 

"For the moment it's 
more important to con¬ 
centrate on what I have 
to do and try to win the 
tournament." 

Wozniacki added: 
"Of course it's nice to 
be back at number one. I gave 
Kim one week, so now I will 
probably have it for a few 
more weeks now. 


"I have a lot of friends 
here and I'll go out to dinner 
with one of my best friends 
and her family before prepar¬ 
ing for the match tomorrow 
(Saturday)." 

The Dane next has a semi¬ 
final against Jelena Jankovic, 
the former world number one 
from Serbia, who recovered 
from 3-5 down in the final set 
to beat Kaia Kinepi on Thurs¬ 
day night and now recovered 
from 1-4 down in the final set 
against Samantha Stosur, the 
fourth seeded Australian, to 
win 6-3, 5-7, 7-6 (7/4).
